History 

As  we,  the  Class  of  1947,  look  back  upon  our  four  years  at  Ellsworth,  it  seems  hard 
to  realize  that  our  high  school  days  are  behind  us. 

We  entered  Ellsworth  in  the  fall  of  1943  as  bewildered  freshmen.  The  first  social 
event  of  the  year  was  the  Senior-Get-Together,  a  Halloween  party  given  by  the  seniors 
so  that  we  might  become  acquainted  with  the  upperclassmen.  Soon  afterwards  a  party 
was  given  in  our  honor  by  the  sophomores;  later  in  the  year  we  gave  them  one  in  return. 

After  we  had  made  new  friends  and  had  become  better  acquainted  with  our  fellow 
classmates,  we  elected  our  class  officers.  Glendon  Collins  was  elected  president;  Mary 
Duffy,  vice  president;  Kathy  McGrath,  secretary;  and  Roderick  Grant,  treasurer. 

Once  a  week,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Stickney,  the  newly  formed  orchestra 
met  and  rehearsed.  The  fine  results  were  shown  when  the  orchestra  played  for  the  gradua¬ 
tion  exercises  this  year.  The  members  of  our  class  playing  in  the  orchestra  were  Frances 
Kinsellar,  Mary  Duffy,  Carolyn  Driscoll,  and  Frederick  Edlund. 

"Oh  Say  Can  You  Sing"  was  one  of  the  plays  given  by  the  Dramatic  Club  this  year 
with  George  Polozie  and  Lucille  Grant  taking  part.  George  also  appeared  in  "Paul  Loses 
the  Ration  Books"  and  "Tea  Pot  on  the  Rocks,"  with  his  famous  line,  "Papa  says  it  costs 
three  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents." 

When  the  basketball  and  the  soccer  seasons  started,  our  boys  made  a  fine  showing. 

After  a  well  needed  summer  vacation,  we  entered  Ellsworth  again,  now  as  sopho¬ 
mores.  The  first  thing  we  did  was  elect  our  officers.  We  chose  Charles  Jorgensen,  president; 
Robert  Staiger,  vice  president;  Sally  Moulton,  secretary;  and  Robert  Griswold,  treasurer. 

Early  in  the  year  we  gave  the  freshmen  a  party  which  they  returned  in  the  spring. 
The  members  of  our  class  helping  to  make  our  party  a  success  were  Rose  Surber,  in  charge 
of  the  refreshment  committee;  Mary  Duffy,  head  of  the  decoration  committee;  and  Carolyn 
Driscoll,  chairman  of  the  entertainment  committee. 

Leon  Roberts  played  on  the  Varsity  Basketball  Team  this  year,  while  the  girls  playing 
on  the  Varsity  Team  were  Mary  Duffy  and  Angie  Sala. 

Again  our  class  was  outstanding  in  dramatics.  In  the  one-act  play,  "Thank  You  Doc¬ 
tor,"  the  members  of  our  class  taking  part  were  Glendon  Collins,  Thomas  Barry,  Charles 
Jorgensen,  Lucille  Grant,  and  Mary  Duffy.  George  Polozie,  our  class  actor,  made  his  first 
major  appearance  in  "His  First  Dress  Suit"  and  "A  Mind  of  Her  Own,"  in  the  role  of  a 
mischievous  teen-ager. 

Then  in  the  fall  of  1945  we  were  ready  to  enter  Ellsworth  as  upperclassmen.  This  year 
we  elected  Robert  Staiger  as  our  president;  Harry  Grindle,  vice  president;  Sally  Moulton, 
treasurer;  and  Shirley  Van  Sicklin,  secretary. 

Helping  our  girls'  team  to  a  successful  season  were  Lorraine  Scott,  Shirley  Van  Sicklin, 
Evelyn  Kupchunos,  Elsie  Muska,  and  Angie  Sala. 

The  boys  from  our  class  on  the  Varsity  Squad  were  James  Wisniewski  and  Leon 
Roberts.  On  the  Junior  Varsity  Team  were  Glendon  Collins,  Harry  Grindle,  and  John 
Kissane.  The  assistant  managers  this  year  were  Thomas  Barry  and  Welles  Foster.  Playing 
on  the  soccer  squad  were  Robert  Staiger,  Harry  Grindle,  James  Wisniewski,  and  Charles 
Jorgensen,  Harry  Grindle  receiving  his  letter  and  certificate.  The  boys  from  our  class  on 
the  track  squad  this  year  were  Glendon  Collins,  Harry  Grindle,  Robert  Staiger,  Leon 
Roberts,  Kenneth  Reichle,  and  Charles  Jorgensen. 

On  May  10  we  gave  the  Junior  Prom,  which  was  truly  a  success.  As  a  result  we  added 
approximately  twenty-seven  dollars  to  our  treasury.  The  general  chairman  was  Albert 
Krivickas,  assisted  by  the  following  chairmen:  Glendon  Collins,  decoration  committee; 
Rose  Surber,  refreshment  committee;  and  Tom  Barry,  orchestra  committee.  The  gym  was 
decorated  with  palms,  and  yellow  and  orchid  streamers.  The  tables  on  each  side  of  the 
gym  were  decorated  with  the  same  color  scheme  and  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Bennett  we 
decorated  a  refreshment  booth  at  the  east  end  of  the  gym.  The  couples  danced  to  the 
music  of  Carl  Little  and  his  orchestra. 

This  year  the  Dramatic  Club  presented  the  three-act  play,  "The  Fighting  Littles,"  with 
George  Polozie,  Thomas  Barry,  and  Mary  Duffy  taking  part.  Also  this  year  there  were  three 


one-act  plays.  Mary  Duffy  and  Lucille  Grant  took  part  in  "Cook's  Detour,"  and  appearing 
in  "Be  Home  By  Midnight"  and  "Romance  Is  a  Racket,"  was  Charles  Jorgensen.  There  was 
also  an  operetta  given  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mende  with  many  members  of  our  class 
participating.  As  a  result  of  winning  second  place  in  the  ticket  competition,  we  added 
another  forty-seven  dollars  to  our  treasury  to  supplement  the  seventy-eight  dollars  earned 
by  our  winning  first  place  in  the  November  competition. 

This  year  Evelyn  Hancock,  Sally  Moulton,  and  Thomas  Barry  were  marshals  at  gradu¬ 
ation;  the  members  of  our  class  acting  as  ushers  were  Shirley  Van  Sicklin,  Evelyn  Kupchunos, 
Frances  Kinsellar,  Carolyn  Driscoll,  and  Mary  Duffy. 

At  last  the  time  had  come  when  we  were  seniors.  We  now  had  the  privilege  of  using 
the  front  steps  and  we  were  looking  forward  to  a  year  filled  with  good  times.  Our  senior 
officers  have  been  Harry  Grindle,  president;  Robert  Staiger,  vice  president;  Elsie  Muska, 
secretary;  and  Sally  Moulton,  treasurer. 

Our  first  social  event  was  the  Senior-Get-Together.  At  this  time  George  Polozie 
retained  his  title,  which  he  won  last  year,  as  champion  pie  eater.  The  seniors  certainly  took 
advantage  of  the  freshmen  when  they  fed  them  milk  with  a  baby's  bottle,  but  the  freshmen 
retaliated  by  making  up  the  senior  boys. 

In  November  the  three-act  play,  "What  a  Life,"  was  presented  to  the  public  and  the 
seniors  participating  were  Geo*ge  Polozie,  Thomas  Barry,  Lucille  Grant,  Welles  Foster, 
Fred  Edlund,  Charles  Jorgensen,  and  Evelyn  Hancock.  Our  financial  standing  was  defi¬ 
nitely  improved  by  our  again  winning  first  place  in  the  ticket  competition,  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  being  our  share  of  the  proceeds. 
We  had  the  usual  senior  privilege  of  selling  coke  and  candy  at  the  plays. 

The  biggest  aid  to  our  treasury  was  the  selling  of  Christmas  cards  from  which  we 
derived  a  profit  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  add  to  the  two  hundred  dollars  we  had  when 
we  entered  our  senior  year. 

On  the  boys'  Varsity  Team  this  year  the  seniors  were  Leon  Roberts,  James  Wisniewski, 
Harry  Grindle,  John  Kissane,  and  Glendon  Collins. 

This  year  there  were  two  girls'  teams  including  Elsie  Muska,  Shirley  Van  Sicklin,  Angie 
Sala,  Evelyn  Kupchunos,  and  Dolores  Martinez  on  the  Varsity  Team.  On  the  second  team 
the  girls  from  our  class  were  Evelyn  Hancock,  Janice  Sieber,  and  Diana  Mangino. 

Almost  all  the  seniors  served  on  one  of  our  many  committees.  Those  planning  our 
Washington  trip  were  Glendon  Collins,  Jean  Saxton,  Sally  Moulton,  and  Robert  Staiger. 
Working  hard  on  the  yearbook  were  Mary  Duffy,  Glendon  Collins,  Carolyn  Driscoll,  Allen 
Foster,  Jacqueline  Dubard,  Wayne  Dellert,  Anna  Fiori,  George  Polozie,  Frances  Kinsellar, 
Thomas  Barry,  Theresa  Breton,  and  Carl  Curtis.  Aiding  in  the  production  of  the  South 
Winds  were  Anna  Fiori,  Mary  Duffy,  Frances  Kinsellar,  Thomas  Barry,  Carl  Curtis,  Shirley 
Van  Sicklin,  Sally  Moulton,  Wayne  Dellert,  and  Fred  Edlund. 

The  Hi-Y  was  actively  aided  by  several  seniors.  Thomas  Barry  was  elected  senator 
to  the  Youth  and  Good  Government  Council.  Their  Christmas  assembly  performance, 
"The  Night  Before  Christmas,  1946,"  included  Thomas  Barry,  Glendon  Collins,  Charles 
Jorgensen,  Robert  Staiger,  and  Welles  Foster. 

On  January  10  we  held  the  first  Senior  Hop.  For  music  we  had  all  the  popular  records; 
for  refreshments  we  sold  coke  and  ice  cream.  Of  course  we  had  entertainment.  Wayne 
Dellert,  Carolyn  Driscoll,  and  Anna  Fiori  contributed  the  music,  and  the  famous  Senior 
Rockettes  added  to  the  humor.  At  this  time  the  photographer  from  the  Hartford  Courant 
came  and  took  the  first  pictures  of  an  Ellsworth  event  to  appear  in  the  "Parade  of  Youth." 

At  last  April  arrived  and  with  it  the  long-awaited  Washington  trip;  then  the  final  exami¬ 
nations.  Now  Senior  Week  concludes  our  group  activities  at  Ellsworth.  We  hope  we  have 
maintained  the  standards  established  by  preceding  seniors  and  that  the  activities  of  the 
Class  of  1947  will  long  be  remembered.
